A short time ago 1 was sltfing over o pro.
longed breakiast at myv olub in 86 Jams &' holp-
ing my digestion with the movning papoer, whon
my oye wns atiracied by n grand description of
the visit to Woolwich of somo distinguis=hed
forelgn princes, who were the “lons” of the
season, pro fem,

There was the ugnal grand review, and lutri
cale mancuyring, belped out, | have no doubt,
by clonds of smoke:. Genernl Thui took the
command, ably assisted by Cuptain That, with
hall o dozen letters after bis name, Splendid

#ight | enlloping of horse srtiilery ! firing of blg
one | thounsands of spectatora! aud %o on, fol
wed by n swell luueh nt the R, A, mess, and

afterwards a “minute ingpection” (that was the

term ) ol the Roval Arsennl,

Now, I had oiten wished 10 see the wonderful
machimery, and the other sttemotions of {hat
remarkable place) and, curlously enough, 1 had
that very morairg 1eceived f most pressing in-
vitalion from my old College chuni, Bob —,
now quariered at Woolwioh, to pay him a visit
for that very purpose, mnd, as he expressed
himsell, “'do the thing entirely.” He begned
me Lo lose no time, as he was aboul to retire
from the service, but o take the one o'clock
train from London Bridge that very day. No-
thing loth, aiter & good lunch {o prepare me for
the lnbors betore we, I took my ticket for the
Arsennl Station, by the North Kent ral way,
and woe soon looking down chimness and

nssing through mauny unpleasant odors, seated
n A not over-comioriable carriage,

The open conntry we never reachied; snd all
the way down the line the natives geeniod 10 He
busily cogmged 1n bricks and mortar, us if Lon-
don were not large énough, nnd no time should
be lost 1o doub g its size.  Arrived at my des-
tioation, I met my spruce wiltary iFlend,
whose warm grectiog was rather oo ‘much for
my lavender kiog, the pipe-clay froin bis regi-
mental gloves leaving a very decided mark upon
them,

(Query, why do military men still so delight
0 pipe-clay '—cun no substitute be found tor
that obnoxious dust /)

A2 we emerged from the station, a stream
of meén and boys were all hnrr_\-fnz in one
direction; these were the workmen going back
to the Arsenal niter their dinner, We joined the
orowd, which was lucressing every moment
srom every bysstreet, Like ariver making its
way to the sen: and proceeding o the direction
ot & bell which wa: loudly ringing, we found
ourselves In n wide open =quare, covered by
mass ol human beings, sleering for a pair of
Jarge iron gates. lLoud crles from itinerant
venders of apples, nvts, ete., rang through the
alr; and iny Irena seiging me by the arm, we
wero carried by the throng through the gate-
way, and emerged almost breathless on
the other slde. Here we paused to re-
cover. Bob arrapzed nis uniform, snd sereed
with me that avother time, perhaps, it woold
be better to enter cither bidore or after the
workmen,

We saw the erowd inside diverging in opposite
directions, taking the varicus ronds which led
10 their scvernl workshops; and, whilst waiting
for the men to commence their work, Bob gave
me the history of the sput npon which we stood,

“Long, long ago. a dense forest extended
ifrom Shooter's Hill down to the river, close
to the ‘fishing hamlet of Woolwich, part ot
which was, by some ancient specolator, turped
into a rabbit-warren (the strect close by is stiil
ealled Warren Lune), and no one seems to have
hind any fdea = to 11s future proatness titl the

ear 1716, when asud accldent occurred at the

yal Onnnon Founary at Mooretields, in Lon-
don, Bome captored Fremch guns were being
melted down and recast; and a short time previ-
ous tothe furnace bing t"':ﬁpd‘ nBwiss German
officer numed Schaleh saw that the mouids were
damp, and Infoimed the supesintendent of
it: he was, - however, only laughed at for his

Psing ; but the meial on cotering the moulds

Wag blown in every direction; the building was

destroyed, snd several of those present per-

ished at the time. Schaleh was now inquired
for by the Government, and requesied to select

@ site for a new foundry further from town:

and he piteh~d upon the Warren, at Woolwich,

Sultable bulldings were soon erected, and the

succesalul Behaleh pluced in charge, where o

remained  for many vears. Buch was

the Dbeainning of * the KRoyal Arsenal,
which bas gradually grown s0 as to cover

300 acres of ground, und to give employment to

5000 men and boye, aspisted by the labors of

upwards of 100 steam-engines, It was the Ori-

mean war, however, which extended the

Arsennl to s present size. Economy bad re-

duced our warlike storeg 1o the lowest possible

ebb, and therelore, when the emergency aros=c,
the asugmentation wus all the greater, and

15,000 men sud boys worked day und might to

supply the missiles for Sebastopol,

“'Mr, Giadstone bus now brought the numbers
down_to barely 6000, many of whom are poo-
sioned golalers, They are o well-conducted and
orderly body ol men, never having a sirike or
combinution against their employors, and earn-
ing pooo average wages, mostly by plece-work.

- They are drawn from all parts of the country:

During the Crimean
war, they often worked throughout two nights
m the week in additlon te the wenal day labor,
“As soon as a man 2 engaged, three metal
tickets, with a number apon ench,are given him,
The tirst one having only bis number upon it;
thie second one mark additionnl; the third two
marks; &0, on coming to his work at six in the
morning, be leaves his first thokel; on his re-
turn aiter breakfust, the second; after dinner,
the third; nnd berore going home at night a hoy
romes round and resiores his three lckets
agnin,
*I'be ticket-clerk keeps o record of enchman;:

anu in this manner o late-comer, oran absentee *

Is enslly deteoted,”

By this time there were ouly u few stragglors
10 seen; we followed the direction of the
larger #tream, and saw thom pouring through a
doorway into their factory, each man doposit-
lna. at a lttle pay-wicket, the aforesaid ticket,

‘e first looked lnto ap old-fashioned building,
the delight of our friend Nchalch, meny years
ago (where the brass gons were ocast before
Armstrong was hedrd of): and a beantiful sight
it must bave been to see the bronze metal vsur
ing and seething into the wpright monlds,
changing its color every minute! Now, alas!
the glory of this bullding Is deparied, Brass
has given way to steel, and nothing but a few
insigniticant castings mark the spot 2o much
esteemed in bygone days,

Passing on to the pexi doorway which was
opened 1o us by & one-armed porier) this other
arm having been severed by a shell in the
irenches of Bebastopol), we enwred a large
factory, flled with revolving wheels and bands,

/There ware lathes for about 500 men, driven by
/ two lurge enwgines: many of these, however,
were at this thoe uneccupled.

A small sldercom frst attracied our siten.
Yon, where lead was being made mto colls,
xeady ~for the bullet-machine in the large fue-
tory., This machine took the lenden rope, bit
At into small pleces about an inch long squeessd
them into shape, and rifle bullers mude their
appearance in s little box on the tloor. In this
mapner, 80,060 bulleis a (I&y were made for the
Eotield rifle, The men worked hard indosd,
losing no time, a8 they were paid by the piece,
Thelr wages might average twenty-five »hillings
a week; meredaborers receiving thair fourtesn
shillings and opwards, and artisaus thirty shil-
lings and more,

8 we suuntered down the woom, some
¢ busy Orilling shot and shell,  whlls
others were making metal fuzes of all kinds to
explode them, We also notleed &t the end
of the room several small cutting Iathes, whiok

were led by boys with long atioks of boxwood,
These were goon onten up; and as & quaotity of
shuvivgs appented the only result, | was won-
dering what had become of all the wood, when
i boy pulled open a deawer from underncatl,
nearly full ol Tittle plugs, which fit into the
Entield nfle buliet, to improve its practive,
There were aboul twenty of these machines,
ahd the boy smid he thourht they gould make a
willion and a hall in o week,

Bob explained to me that the Roynl Arsenal
was divided into three manufucluring depart-
ments—y, e, Laborntory, Gun, and Uarringe—
each presided over by an offloer of the Royal
Artillery., There was also the Store Department,
which oeoupled o large space, nnd employed
many hiands,

Everywhere we came across fire-plugs and
boxer on wheels, housed under =oarlet culored
tarpauline. ' We were told that there was an
sbundant supply of water slweys, 4t a prossurd
of 100 1bs, to the inch, and so efiective were the
precautions taken, that no serious fire had ever
oceurred,

Escaping from the dreadful whirl of these
pnumberless wheels, we mopnted some ountside
stadrs, und entered the powder-barrel tactory.
It was most futercsting to see the wood, whivh
with alrendy cut iuto proper lengths, placed 1 o
cireulnr drum-shaped saw, the teeth of which
tormed # into staves, The round tops and
Jottows were made In another Yathe; and thea,
by hydraulic prossure, these different parts
were all compressed o a perléot barrel, rendy
to receive the hoops, which were easily ham-
mered on anherwards. The workman ut the
principal muchine sald he could put a barrel
together in four minutes,

We now retraced our steps, and ¢rossed over
the rond to the paper factory, 8 very warm and
stepmy place, contniuing lurge tanks ftull of
pulp, " This was sucked by exhaustion upon
metnl fingers, already supplied with woollan
gloves; and after belug dried by steam, on
oxiracting the glove, the paper eartridge was
found complete, and ready to receive its bullet,

Up-stairs we found boys busy al tnis opara-
liom, v &, placing & buliet in each paper case,
eud iying it up to receive the powder, whioh s
kepl in sheds i o remote part of the Avsenal,
tar uway from the workshops, Here were alsy
the copper cap maclunes, supplied by boys with
long bands of pure copper, which were deawn
into the machine, and there cut into crosses by
punches; they then fell Into a die, whie
doubled them wup into the wellknown
shupe (it scarcely took a moment!), and
the fimshed caps were dropping out more
rapidly than you could count them. Boys
are nenin employed ro tic them into a perforatod
metsl tray, snd this is banded over to n godate-
looking old workuman, who Las charge of the
dangerous composition with which they are
fille :'J‘ How earetully he Iadles a  bare
handful ol this white powder into a little
wooden bowl, placing hinsell inside a railed off
s[:m ¢, which encloses his machine! Down goos
the tray ol emptly cups beneath o silver-looking
plate, perioratoed with small holes, under each
of which l'es a cap; n small wooden gpade then
spreads the composition on the topmost plate,
filling up ench oridee, and every sur
plug grain is most scrapalously retorned to
e bowls, which mye locked up ay belore. By
means of a eentle screw, the tray of caps
i= now =lowly lowered and removed to o
neighboring machine, where each eanp is sub-
Jected (o a pressure of #00 lbs. (one exploded
during this operation, and starded me not a
little); a conting of shellac gives the finishing
touch, rendering fncm impervious to moisture,
An ncerdent onee occurred at another of these
cap-oiling machines from some unexplained
cuuse; as the workman was lIadling up the sur-
plug composition, it suddenly exploded, driving
the fragments of his machin® tn avery divection,
and tuking «ff, at the same time, three ingers of
the untortonate man's hand, besides burning him
dreadfully in the face. No one else was
injured in fhe faclory; but had not the rules for

/ using ao little of this” dangerous ingredient been

sirictly carried oul, many lives would bave fallen
i sacriflee,

(ladly ledVing this heated atmosphere, we
took the rond to old Father Thumes., He was
ng diriy us ever, despite the main definage, and
A seelhing mass raa prst us on s wiy to the
#et, The river side presented s busy scene,
Large crames lned the whgle lengtn of the
whart wall, many of them busily engazed in
loadipg and unloadiog the barges avd small
steamers which lay alongside. Near these cranes
15 g long iron-roofed shed, under whose proteciing
care lay a number of guns, warlike stores, ete.,
labelled for ditferent purtgs of our extended
empire. Gun carviages for Portsmouth and
Malta, tin cages for Gibrallar, shot and shell for
New Zealond, old gons from Lelth Fort, new
ones tor Hong Kong and Canada, and heaps of
rusty shol and shell irom Corfu and Zante,

At the back of this shed are millions of ean-
non balls, piled vne above the other in pyra-
midical benpe, round shollor geus, larger onecs
atill for mortars and the more impudent-looking
Armsiropgs, rendy for any emerzency. Bobd
sard lht-&gt-nem]l_\' kept three million of these
little thihgs, in cese they might be wanted o a
hurry.

The round shot are brought down to the shore
tor exportation on a rased Kind gof rallway,
along which they are rolled by men plaged at
varlous intervals,

In the centre of the wharl is @ lonz plor,
shaped like the letter T, which resches oy iuto
the river: the larger ships were lying Here,
having thelr stores bryonght to them by tracss
running on o trnmway, So convenlent is this ploe
for landing and embarking from ut all stages of
the tide, that not ouly do the soldiers of the gar-
rison muke use of it. but royalty itself ofien
graeces it with its presence.

We now turned oil to the right, and stood fucing
A0 enormous guoriar, ocextainl tftean oot
bigh; [two Jarge dhells, evidently beloueing to
it, were lying at its buse, Bob explamed 1o me
that this was one of the once Amous moriars
consbructed by Mr. Mallet, whlch were 1o re:
duce Scbustopol to ashes in o few days; the
ghells, welghing 3000 1be,, and loaded “with &
chorvga of 400 1bs. ol powder, were to fly for
miles and to buyst on fulling like a small mine,
carrying death and destruotion in every dipec-
tion. The drawings and plaus of this monster
were Inid before the scienilic committee oy
proving inventious; they shook toeir wi-
heads, and eaid It waes altogether wronge in
principle, and would never answor, Goveru-
ment, however, had made nup their minds to giyve
them a wrinl, and they were oxdered; buat, alas!
when dred, they would come o preces, and tucse
large £hells could not be made 10 2o a8 tar 48 6
colymon mortar, These experiments must hava
coat the nation some L£20,000. wnd the moriar
themselves never lelt Woolwich, Close o tlis
uselese gant were some curious guns captur.d
In the late Okinese war; they were Hned inside
with ;wronght-lron tobes—*Lfust what we ar
doing now to our old guns,” suld Hob, *‘to try
ahd make them strong coough to bear vifling,”
Their wheal tires were studded with large-
hended nutls, which made one think how paintul
it would be to be vun over by then !

More of poor John Chinaman's =poils were
soatlered naround ne. Large bronze
covered with tea-chest-look ing lusoriptions, ¢
embellished with drawings of butterihies, stass,
and storks!

A lew yards further were
upon their iron carringes,
found in the Redan on (Lt
g, No wonder the poor
bebmd ! They were almost batreped to pleces
by our shog, which bad eut great erooves in
thewm, and even entered their very mouths,

A #olemn shade passed ovar Bols counde-
nance, and snd memories of" o bygove day wopk
roused by the sight of thise now
foos, ) new he had borne his part on
that fultal mowning which brough! sorrow
and grae! to many o fond heart st nowme, and
had been present when so maoy of his tormer
comrades were lald side by side beneath the
enrthworks of that grent Redan,

We now entered 8 large bullding clove by —
the harness store—filled with piles upon piies
af borses' shiogs, saddles, gun and cavaley har-
ne=s, and such Tke; the roof was garnishod with
pendant eurb chainglooking like a steel grapery,
and everything was order and neatness per
sonitiedy, Here were 20,000 sets of artiliery
barness, and any nomber of cavalry suddles and
bridles. How mauny large rooms we passed
through, all full to the eelling, 1 don't know,
but they scemed endless, Astomished at these

tlwo Russinn gans
Just as they were
memorable morn
thlogs were loft

vail supplios, T nsked Bob if we had any other
nrnemal,

“This i tuly the enly one.” said he, *Jor the
Portemonth Aveena)l Is but an insienificant affr,
and, would you bellove 117 though the couniry
I8 pow g0 busily engaged jortliying all the dock-
surds, this most Luporiant place is left all bt
deleneeleas;, there L nothing whatever to pae-
veut the enemy coming up the river Thames
v ith their small slecl-plate | steamers nod firing
Woolwich, und (hep we shopld be inms pretiy
mesw, There would not be tiore to move one-
filtieth ol the siores now nccumulated here, and
all the valuable machinery and workshops would
fall & prey to the fames. There are certanly
fortilentions at Bheerness, but the ships nesd
00! go near them: the Thames 15 wide enoueh
to let sivall stéamers pass on Lhe other side, and
the batteries at Gravesend and Tilbury nro noi
worth muoch, while there are none w hatover st
Woolwioh.”

We found In one of these =tores o vory onrigns
fun 1o the shape ot n fish; it bad formeriy be-
longed to the late King of Delhi, woas captured
when the ptace fell during the Indian mutiny,
and alterwards placed in the Arsennl by the [ate
Lord Capning, It certainly seemed more orpa-
mentsl than useful,

Close by were wooden mules with little gons
stiapped upon their bucks, svgry looking var-
wints! they are bpht and bandy littie things
though, and capable of muoh mischief.

Other mules were provided with ambulanees
for aarry ing the sick and wounded, consisting of
a kind o/ pannler on each sidejofl the amvmal, or
else mere vtretchers, which doubled up and
furmed n gort of srm-chnir. Bob told me these
were not 5o much used m the Crimen o waeons
with trays, upon which the poor felloxs wore
luid, and pulled in and oul lke drawers; they
were more comiortable for the worst casea than
thoee on the backs ol animals, which, trom toe
[\l‘rllli‘!.m.l joltng, shake the sotlerer most pain
iy,

her dummy mules were carryving ministure
forges, other boxes of horse shoes; in fact, every
thing that would be regunired 1or mouantalp
wortare.

Un leaving these immense stores, we wended
our way once more along the river wall, nnd on
reaching the end, my guide remarked that we
woere approaching the cemetery, in which were
deposited the remains of thuge who had heen
destroyed by nccident.

Wondering why the poor fellows had not been
decently interred in the churchyard, 1 inquired
whether the ground was consecrated? He
laughed most heartily, “Oh, dear, no! it's the
guns T'm tulking aboul.,” Sure enouxh, they
wore all lmd out o regular rows, thelr broken
limbe reverently placea together: and it was
curlous to notice how they hnd nearly all burst
in the same way. One piece of the gan flies for-
ward, another ‘lmt:kwun.ln, and the sides sepa-
rate laternlly. Bome of these accidents had

been tatal to the gunners employed; but, as the

Aimetrong eun does not burst, but only opens
out at the joinings, it is boped these calamities
will cease. Many of these old guns, however,
had been burst on purpose for experiment.

Cloge upon the cemetery I saw six huge
brecchi-londing guns; the grest roand breech
was made to slide back, and thew, the eharge
belng inserted, it was closed up again, “These
nee Yankee swindles,” sald Bob,*“1or In the time
ol the Orimean war, 8 cute Yankee eame over
with & small model of a breech-loading gun
which wns to do wonders; our Government,
anxious to get hold ol anyithing that would floor
Sebastopol, bought the patent, and ordered six
guns from the inventor, They were lo throw a
shot ten inches jn diameter, and the Yankee was
10 have so much per pound welght for them;
but the specitication was not careiully enough
worded: our people expected them to weich
about three (ons, 50 you may faney their aston-
ishment when these monsters arrived at Wool-
wich, welghing some seventeen tons each, Of
course they could not be moved. much less
used, and there they are r]u.=-l as they left the
ship! [ wonder our people did not try to resell
them to the Yankees when (heir Jittle war broze
out,”

We continued our route, and arrived at the
eun-tield, Tharly thopsand smooth-bores were
lylng in long rows upon radway iron; consider-
Ing how many of them muost now be useless, |t
I8 no wonder that many ot the basces of the
lamp-posts in Woolwich are nothing but old

unNe.

) Worknien were putting new touch-holes into
“ome, wnd examining the inside ot others, to sec
whether they were fit lor use. In a corner
rested gome nncient reles of the deep~ old iron
purg which bad been ished up some time back
irom the briny. They belonged, when new, o
the Mory Rose, lost in the days of the elghth
Hurry., They seemed mere pigmics to the giants
by which ‘they were surrounded; and the
thought struck me that even these very mon-
sters, nt some future day, might be mere play-
things as compared to later inventlons,

My attenilon was now directed to a rancge of
worsshops, in which such a clatter of banglog
apnd thumplog wis gong on, accompanied
by eclouds of smoke and steam, tnat 1
did not like to vemiure in, Yhese were
the head-quarters of the groat Armstrong,
whore nawe, not long 020 known secarcely be-
youd Neweustle, bas wow begome & houschold
word 10 many nations, Bob surprised me by
saying that =c great was the secret of this inven-
tionwhen it was first brought out, that even
the gullont artillery gewveral who then com-
manded at Woolwieh was not allowed to wit-
nesd the process of manufacture. He and his
stadl were one day nctually seen waltine oolside
this very worksliop, while some (oreign princes
who happencd to be provided with a speoin
order from our Governmenlt were admitted, and
bad everywhing expluined to them. But toe
whole thing 1 well known to evervbody now.
It 18 supposed that other nations do not mapu-
iaoture them, either becnuse they think they
have a better gun of their own, or that tney
have not the machinery or mechanies (o make
them,

Qutside the Inctory, men were busy unloading
wagons llled with bars of toueh lookine iron,
ubont twelve feet long and-two incbes bromd:
ingide, these burs were joined together by wold-
ing, then placed in sn oven titl pred hot, and
afterwards drawn ont and wound hke o rape
tound un iron drum, thus forming a eoil of
metud, A lule further, we saw this eoil in its
second s#tiage; 1t bad been ngain hepted in a fur-
nace, and the Nasmyth hammer was now forelnz
the fton into one mmss, Bl 1L beonme a cylinder
ol unbroken metal; two of these cylinders were
then bammered together, and s6 on il the
rough pun was complete.

1 must nol, however, omit to mention one of
the ecutre colly, to which were attacheod the
arms or trunnions which support the gun upon
ite carvinge. The himmering of this wnss was
eongucted In another foundrey; and when we ar-
rived it had alroady been well besten, and was
jus! ubout to issue ones more fvom ils fursace for
anothergwelding, A long icon bar, as i handle,
was fastened to it; and on opening  the
furnace door, there it lay: so white with
heat, “we conld scovecly look at i, Twenty
men nwow  seized  the bar, o crane  was
set to work, and (he glowlng metal, emergog
from ite den, wue carctully leid down upon s
iron Led, under the mogt pouderous hammer |
Lad ever seen; it came doan with a crash thao
wde the ground trewnble under our toot, und is
0 poweriul that it e cupahle of stnking o plow
of two honrdired tons, notwithstanding which it
cin be managed with sach delleaoy as to crack
it without bruisine the kernel,

It is eaid that one thousand tons of AlMerent
material were laid down to form a foundation
foy the bed, but the soll belung murshy, the Lre-
mulens motion is fell at a greas distanoe,

At tha fixst blow we wers covercd with aparks,
whinli, however, became fower as the wmoial
cocled; whe heat found n refoge W the twooty
vorkmep, Poor fellows! how Lhey perspired,
an’d how exhausted thev wero when, after
pood ammering, our triend wad voturued to his
den formuather heating. 2

Hitlf pookeed nnd bali stunned, T followed Bob
thivonel iwany other fetories where thase gins
Wwere rwuehed and riged gnd deilled. 1 do
nol, however, remember much abont them, ex.
coptthat 1 bronght sway with me a beautiful
long aurl, which nad been culled, not from the
locks of thy chief sugineer, but Irom the pate of
4 brawny Armsiropg who wis being Bantingized
down Lo us proper sizge by a sieel ehisel, wiich
sluck o the helpless orealvre like n leegh, wnd
lrom which there was no escape.

How pretty the baby Armsirongs were as |

snw them, splok and span in the fniabing-room,
where mwen with delicate hands and acoarate
vision were giving them the last touches prior
to their belag rvmoved to the proving butt !

The Inrge ones are tested by Grime ol & bar ol
Iron welthing one thousand poonds, and 4 they
stand the test of such an esplosion ten tlmes
without injury, they are considered fit for use,

We now turned our buoks on guns and our
faces lowards shot and shell, gmnh.wnumn
filed with old dron, lumps of  ebalk,
oto,, Wweie being  emptied ioto s for-
nace, and w erunt of delight, necompanied
by yellow-biwsh Mimes Issulug from its month,
told 1un how theso dehiencies had been appre-
clated,

(n the other side of this furnace & man cropt
up, and with a long iron rod removed the clay
*opper, and ont poured the molien metal, like
fiery scup, inte an iron osldron, which was
wheeled oll when 1wl and repiaged by noother,
From there the nioulds were filled, and after »
short mierval tor cooling, they were taken out-
sjae, where pale-faced men with bare arms and
flunuel gloves removed the rivets and wossed out
the red-hot shot iato the sand to cool.

These men had numerons scars upon their
arnus, and satd it was too hot and weakening to
protect them by weariug flannel sleeves; but not
long ngo an oficer hod recommended them to
use wWhiteuing for their burns, and it had sue-
cecded so well thul they now kept a boxiul
always ready lor use, and plastered 1t over the
word directly after the accident,

As wo paseed out of this factory we admired
the beautbiol metal gates, and then wendiog onr
wiy_ thiough immense piles of tumber, we
renched the snwing mills, * As we sppronched,
the nolse was deafenine, and a stee! wheel,
coverea with sbarp teeth, and revolving at a
marvellons rate, rose from some nundergroand
habitation, and made it2 way towards o goodly
ook lying on the ground: guickly it pussed
through it, cuttiuz it in. two parts
in 08 muany  minutes, The severed
block was then Isid upon a move-
nble frame, which conveyed It under seven of
cight npright saws, and these, when <ot 10 work,
very aoon disposed of the noble stem, dividing
it into elght or nlne stout planks. Alas! there
wus ne one to ery ‘'Woondman, spare thut tree,”

Close by is the wheel faclory, where the dil-
ferent purts of the wheels are cut out by ma
cl invr{ and then pressed together,

In the adjoing yard we found a Turkish
tombstone, with 1ts curtous characters written
in pold upon a slab of grauite, the top of which
had been sbaped into a fez and colored soarlet,
Bub told me how tue poor Torks lost their tomb-
stoncs, prinetpally during the night, in the Cn-
mwean war tune, aad muny ot them may now be
seon erected as ttophies in English gardens,

By this iwe 1 was getting very tired, and de-
clircd that I must give ing but Bob would not
bear of my golng away without secing the cay-
ringe facwory, which we bhad not yet visited,
Here were all kinds of cartlages in diderent
stages of manulacture — carnages for guns
aud  pontoons, wagong for bread, wsgoos
tor  wounded, wagons for siores, onrts
for shot and =hell, ele,, ete. My eye was
atiracted by two old-fashioned looking little
gung, which bore this wecription: —=*Thesge guns
und carrimges were made in the Royal Arsenal,
1782, and were presented by Kmg Georze II1L
in 1792, to the Emperor of China, and delivered
by the Ambassador Lord Muacartney. They
were alterwards captured in the Emperor's
Palace in Pekin in 1860, and returned to the
Royal  Arsenal  alter an  absence m o
iropical chimuate of sixty-nine years, per-
feetly sound and good fa every respecty” Thus
giviug no mean testimony to the durability of
the work turned out in these Government estab-
lisnments,

We took a look nlgo at the large mwodel-room
helopging (o thig department, where there was
amodel (real s1ize) ot a ship-moctar, the satne
kind a8 these which burst so dreadiully at the
bombardment of Bweaborg. There was
also a block of elm which had been sawn
in two, and in the centre was a cavity con-
lpining n bird’s nest with two eges in it, one a
tomlit's, the other a sparvow’s: they must nhave
been there nearly a hundied years, judging by
the ape ot the tree,

I paused for & moment to ask what wad the
cost of these vast establishments, Bob did not
know the cosl of the Avsenal alone, but the
estimates last year for munufacturiog depart-
ments and materials at home and abroad came
to about a million sud a half, Tt was
more the year before, bot spme thousand
workmen hud been dismissed, thus enabling the
Government 10 reduce our incoms tax s penny
m the pound, while, on the other hand, myny
iamilles of those poor artisans had beey sub-
jeoted to dreadiul privations before they counld
tod work elsewhere, These mon are only enti-
tled to pension aler ten years' service, when
they may obuain ope-sistieth of their wages,
nnd after twenty vours onc-¢ixth, and so on. In
acase ol sccldental deuth, the tawily would
receive o bonus fiom the War Oflice according
1o renk,

It was now time for vs to take our departure,
We pus:ed by the small hospital where eases of
ncoidents are recelved and attended to, and on
reaching the main gates we stopped to examine
the benutiful Maltese gun standing there us il to
defend the entrance, It was captured at Malia,
und is niwly tweniy foel in jengin. 00 the gun
Heelt 15 cograved “the archange! 8t MicKuel
spearing Satan, who Is' falling buckwards: and
on the carroge, 5t Puul shaking oft tno venom
ous serpent juto the flames. The Inseription
atated that thegun was made by (he Kniehts of
Malta in the yeur 1607, i

At this moment the clock stroek eix,
actually been four hours going round.

Once more the great bell rang; again hy-
drcds issued trom every quarter and potred in
an enormong siream through the gutes,

A row ol policemen lormed across the ontlet,
allowing the crowd of men and boys to fiiter
flivough them, and tapping such of them on the
shonldor as they thought looked suspiciously
bulky or bad lmige conts or bundles, The se-
leeted one ut onee diverged from the stream
ind enlered o clde-door, where he was cerrches
by the police to see if he had anything belong-
Ing ro Government in his pogsession,

Strict as tms search s, the pilferlug i= very
coneiderable, [t I8 easy enough for n mun to
place & few copper nalls in his hair, nod it he
did ths every time he lelt his work, the Goy-
eroment would have lost no small sum of money
ut the end of 1he year,

seated in the train,  The indetaticable Bob was
ne teah 88 ever.
